Why Not a Building Controller? 


The Dominion Government has ap- 
pointed an official known as the Oil Con- 
troller. As the title suggests, his duties 
are to control the preduction and distribu- 
tion of gasoline and other petroleum pro- 
ducts in Canada. His powers are broad, 
extending to the changing of contracts, 
the boring of wells, the decision as to if 
and where service stations and storage 
stations may be established. Civil rights 
in respect to this industry, even contract- 
ual rights, are suspended. Since this has 
been done to meet a national emergency, 
establishment of the controllership is 
everywhere approved. 

A sufficient supply of homes is as vital 
to the well-being of the nation as a suffi- 
cient supply of fuel oil is to its security. 
Mortgage companies, which ordinarily 
supply loans for the building of houses, 
are not doing business in the province of 
Alberta, and have not been doing business 
for some years. For the reason that they 
object to having loan contracts, carrying 
high interest rates, interfered with by the 
Provincial Government. There is no sign 
that they intend to raise their boycott and 
to resume business here. 

At the same time the Dominion has in- 

stituted a house-building scheme, with in- 
terest rates of 5 per cent on long term 
easy payment loans, in which it is contem- 
plated that mortgage companies supply 
part of the necessary money. Since the 
companies will not play the part expected 
of them, this housing scheme is a dead 
letter so far as Alberta is concerned, 
while it is operative in every other pro- 
vince and very actively operating in most 
‘of them. The paradox is that nowhere in 
Canada are more houses needed worse— 
if as badly—as they are in this province. 
Building industries are suffering, unem- 
ployment is being caused, and deplorable 
housing conditions exist in the cities— 
such that even sanitary regulations can- 
not be enforced.

MR. WILLKIE ON FOREIGN POLICY 

At San Francisco on the shores of the Pacific 
Ocean Mr. Willkie expanded his foreign policy 
In addition to reiterating that 
Great Britain is “our first line of defense and our 
only remaining friend” he took the position that 
in the Pacific “our best ends will be served by a 
free, strong and democratically progressive 
China.” He is, therefore, in favor of sending 
more aid to Great Britain up “to the limits of 
prudence and effectiveness,” and he believes we 
should give economic assistance to China and 
that we should “explore the acquisition and de- 
velopment of Pacific air bases for the protection 
of our interests in that ocean.” His policy, in 
other words, is to support the British resistance 
to the Axis in Europe and the Chinese resistance 
to Japan in the Far East, 

The interesting thing about this statement 
is that though such a two-ocean policy is un- 
doubtedly in the making, the Administration has 
been moving cautiously on a line where Mr. 
Willkie is willing to move so boldly. There is no 
doubt that the President and Secretary Hull have 
always felt, as Mr. Willkie feels, that the resist- 
ance of China is the best check upon the men- 
acing expansion of Japanese power jin the Paci- 
fic, But since the outbreak of the European war 
they have avoided such a direct frontal challenge 
to the vital interests of Japan as Mr. Willkie ad- 
vocated in his San Francisco speech, Whether 
they have been wisely prudent or unwisely timid 
in avoiding such a conflict with the vital inter- 
ests of Japan is a debatable question. But the fact 
remains that on this intensely critical matter 
they have acted more cautiously than Mr, Will- 
kie thinks the United States ought to act.

LONDON, Sept. 27—Six child 
evacuees from the torpedoed 
Canada-bound City of Benares 
have been “brought back from the 
dead.” With 40 other survivors, 
with whom they spent eight days 
in an open lifeboat, they arrived 
Thursday night at a north British 

port. 

The survivors were found Wed- 
nesday by a Sunderland flying boat 
of the coastal command. They had 
been drifting in the Atlantic 600 
miles from land, apparently not far 
from the spot where the liner was 
torpedoed Sept. 17. while taking 
British children to Canada. 

Annpuncement of the rescue was 
made by the air ministry which 
aid that rations in the lifeboat 
were exhausted. The occupants had 
prepared themselves to face a lin- 
gering death when they heard the 
roar of the flying boat's engines. 
WARSHIP ARRIVES 

A radio message for help was sent 
at once from the flying boat and 
some e later a British warship, 
Steaming at full speed, reached the 
lifeboat and took the survivors 
aboard 

Before finding the survivors the 
loss of life had been reported as 
294, including 87 of 100. children 
aboard The list of missing now 
totals 248

Hannah chose to remain to fight 
the fire When the extinguishers 
were emptied he used log books to 
beat at the flames while thousand 
of machine-gu bullets exploded 
|and he was almost blinded by the 
white heat from aluminum melting 
away Hannah extinguished th 
fire and then crawled forward and 
ascertained that the navigator had 
left the craft. He passed the lat 


ter’s log and maps to the pilot who 


brought the plane succ ly °o 
its base. Hannah was ba rned 
about the face and hands
